agricultural fairs. 
The attorney gen- 


eral, after careful examination of the 
authorities, came to the conclusion^ 
that it is not gambling for a man to' 
sell rings for the patron to pitch or 
throw at an area of cane heads pro- 
jecting from a canvas or net surface 
and present the patron with the canes 
that may be rung in the process of 
pitching-the rings. Whether the pat- 
ron gets one or more canes or gets 
nothing:, .'more than the exercise and 
practice .ol tossing the ring is a mat- 
ter determined wholly by the degree 
of skill that' '.the patron possesses,

Skill also enters into' the game of 
poker, to a vety large degree, li re- 
quires great skill to effectively cover 
the cards from 'the Inquisitive gaze 
of the opponents. 
It requires great 


skill to "bluff" in ttie 'betting so that 
the opponents may be misled as to 
the character of the player's 
hand 


and think-he is risking ten chips on 
a pair of. four-spots when in fact he 
may have a full house1. 
It requires 


skill to control the muscles- of the 
face and suppress the expression of 
glee when the playert draws aecs to 
a.full house with kings, to'express 
disappointment when' the 
drawings 


complete a royal flush, so that the

high social standing whom he had

"A hurry call for the police was sent 


over the telephone by the husband and 
the man made no attempt to escape, 
All this happened' before the 
wife 


could say or do anything. She was in 
such a quandary that she did not 
know what to do, so she blindly fol-j 
lowed the lead of the supposed burg' 
lar. 


Pleads Guilty, to Burglary. 


"There was prompt response by thai 


police and 
the 
man 
was 
marched" j 


around to the police station. He wasj 
arraigned the next day in the police 
court. He pleaded guilty to the charge 
of attempted burglary. The husband 
was complainant .and the woman was 
the chief witness against him. 


"No time was lost in placing the 


matter before the grand jury, which 
found an indictment against him. He 
was arraigned in the court of general 
•sessions.' where 
he 
again pleaded 


guilty. The secret of his identity was 
not disclosed in any of the proceed- 
ings, and his name is not known to 
the prison .authorities to-day.^ 


"At his own request judgment wai 


pronounced by the court without the 
los's of a minute. He was sentenced 
to three years in Sing Sing. With- 
out 'a word he turned, went back to 
his cell in the Tombs, packed up a 
few belongings, and that night wore 
a striped suit in Sing Sing prison. His 
friends wondered what had become of 
him and thought'he had gone on a va- 
cation trip without saying anything to 
them about it. Later they wondered 
that nothing had been hoard of him. 


"The woman now wishes to save 


the young man from the disgrace and 
punishment under which he is suffer- 
ing, and came to me to ask me to try 
to get a pardon from Gov. Higgins."
